Enter Kindergarten 


In June, 25 4-year-olds will 
leave Santa Ana College to enter 
kindergarten. 

Within the confines of the 
fenced-in play area adjacent to 
Phillips Hall, Mrs. Edna Green 
conducts the laboratory sessions 
for the Adult Education Child 
Development program. 

Child Growth and Develop- 
ment is a course which deals with 
a child’s physical, mental, psych- 
ological and social development. 
Parents attend a 2-hour lecture 
session one night each week and 


session one day each week. This 
gives the parent an opportunity 
to observe his or her child’s de- 
velopment. 

The course is not part of the 
SAC extended day program, as 
there is no college credit given. 
However the center is often used 
for observation by various col- 
lege classes.

“Crackdown” Begins 


Students planning on parking 
in the designated green-curb, 
visitors parking area or those 
cars not displaying the Santa 
Ana College parking permit de- 
cal had better be prepared to ac- 
cept any forthcoming citations 
and fines.
